| SUFFRAGETTES AGAIN IN ACTION 


Lively Skirmish Between the Police 
and Women—Scratching, 
Biting and Kicking 
London.—In a recent raid of the suf. 
fragettes the members of the House of 
| Lords and of the Commons, and also 
the women in the windows, were 
driven back by the rain of stones, The 
majority of the suffragettes carried 
stones, and tricked the police by 
wrapping them in paper or their hand- 
kerchiefs. The women seratched, bit 
and kicked, and when unable to over. 
come the police dropped to the street 
and rolled in the dust. Wedges of 
women went through the police lines 
half a dozen times, but always the 

police closed up again. 

When the women were fighting their 
hardest the hooligans broke off the 
sidewalks and grew violent. It was 
then that the guards were ordered out 
Extra police were rushed up and the 
hooligans were suppressed by the free 
use of clubs. One of the Whitechapel 
rowdies killed a policeman’s mount by 
stabbing it in the throat. He also 
| stabbed the policeman in the leg, but

Interviews Sir Wiifrid Laurier and Re. 
quests a Government Grant of Two 
and a-Half Millions in Aid of the 
Selkirk Centennial Exposition— 
Premier is Non-Committal for the 
Present 


Ottawa.—A deputation from Winni- 
peg, composed of D. C, Cameron, E 
D. Martin, Charles F. Roland and 
Horace Chevrier, waited upon Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, at his residence, and 
urged upon him the national value of 
a large federal contribution to the pro- 
posed Selkirk Centennial Exposition 
at Winnipeg in 1912. They asked for 
a cash contribution of two and a-half 
tiillions. Hon. Clifford Sifton intro. 
duced the delegation. 

The premier, while expressing his 
profoundest syinpathy with — the 
scheme, said he was unable to com. 
mit himself to any definite action 
until he has consulted his ministers 
and more particularly the minister of 
finanee, Mr. Fielding. 

Winnipeg representatives, after their 
interview with Sir Wilfrid, were un- 
animous in expressing their satisfac. 
tion with the result of their visit. The 
delegation presented the premier with 
a memorial of the exposition commis: 
sion. Jt points out that as a historical 
celebration two other anniversaries be 
sides) Selkirk, are commemorated 
namely, the discovery of Hudson Bay 
by Button exactly three hundred years 
ago, and the centennary of the defence 
of Upper and Lower Canada against 
foreign invasion. It points out the 
value of expositions as national ad- 


vertisements, showing as example 
what the United States has accom. 
plished since its first exposition at 


Philadelphia in 1876, and that it 
would supply a conerete object upon 
whieh all Canadians could unite. The

process, which left much gold and sil- 

ver, they ussayed from $3 to $24 a ton,
